Juching the River of Thames ac» 
cept the writings of Cambden's 
Stow,and of one that wrote in defence of 
this famous City. 

Cambaden (ayes, that in regard of 
both Elements moſt bleſſed and happy 
is London, as being ſcituate ina rich and 
fertile ſoyl , abounding with plentiful 
ſtore, of all things, and on the gentle 
aſcent and riſitig of an hill, hard” by the 
Thames fide , the moſt mild merchant 
as one would fay , of all things, thar 
the world doth yield; which, ſwelling at 
certain ſer houres, with the Ocean Tides, 
by his {afe and deep Channel, able to 
entertain the greateſt ſhips that be, 
daily bringerh in ſo great Riches from 
all parts , that ir ſtriverh at this day with 
the Mart-Towns of Chriſtendome for | 
o ſecond prize , and affordeth a moſt 
ure, and beautiful road for ſhipping. 
Stow ſayes thus of Thames; Thames the 
molt famous River of this Ifland , be. 
ginneth a Jietle aboye a village called 
Winchc;nbe in Oxford Shire » and ſtill 
increaſing 


. 4 Fiew of London, 
increafing paſſeth firſt by the Univerſity 
of Oxford, and ſo with a marvellous 
quiet courſe to Loxdon, and thence 
breaketh Into the French Ocean by 
main Tides; which twice in $4. hours 
ſpace doth ebbe and flow , more then 
60, ales in Length to the grear com- 
modity of Travellers, by which all kind 
of Merchandize be calily conveyed to 
Lozdon , the principal ſtore houſe , and 
ſtaple of all Commodities within this 
Realm, ſo that omitting to ſpeak of 
gteat Ships, and other Veſſels of Bure 
then, there pertaineth to the Cities of 
London , Weſtminſler , and the Borcugh 
of Southwarke , above the number, as is 
ſuppoſed of 2000, W herrics ,and other 
{mall boats, whereby 3000. poor 
people art the leaſt be fer on work ; 
and maintained. 

The Anonymous Authour hath theſe 
words; this Realm hath only three pria- 
cipal Rivers , whereon 2 Royal City 
may well be ſcituated ; Trent in the 
North, Sewerne in- the South-welt , and 
Thames in the South-calt ; of the which 
7 hames beth for the ſtreight courſe in 
_ reacherh furtheſt into the belly of
